SEVENTY-SIXTH  MEETING 
April  27,  1926 


The  76th  Meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  John  F.  Slater  Fund 
was  held  in  the  office  of  the  General  Education  Board,  New 
York  City,  at  11:00  a.  m.  on  Tuesday,  April  27th,  1926. 

Present:  Messrs.  Scribner,  Brown,  Kelsey,  Jay,  Shaw,  Dillard, 
Kirkland  and  Glenn. 

The  President  presented  communications  from  Messrs.  Bowie, 
Venable  and  Kearny,  in  which  they  expressed  regret  at  being  un¬ 
able  to  attend. 

The  minutes  of  the  75th  Meeting,  held  April  28,  1925,  as  de¬ 
tailed  in  the  published  “Proceedings”  submitted  to  the  Trustees, 
were  approved. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  submitted  reports 
from  the  auditors  and  the  Treasurer  for  the  year  ending  Septem¬ 
ber  30th,  1925,  which  were  examined  and  ordered  placed  on  file. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  showed  the  following  summary 
of  income  account  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30th, 
1925:

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 
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Colleges 

In  his  report  the  President  dealt  mainly  with  the  condition  that 
has  arisen,  almost  suddenly,  in  the  colleges  that  now  offer  a  full 
four-year  course.  The  number  of  students  entered  for  a  full  four- 
year  course  has,  within  the  past  four  years,  more  than  doubled. 
There  has  been  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  need  for  teachers 
to  do  college  work,  and  for  money  to  pay  adequate  salaries.  It 
has  been  found  that  some  college  teachers  are  receiving  salaries 
as  low  as  $900  a  year.  The  average  seems  to  be  about  $1,300. 
Generally,  not  always,  room  and  board  are  supplied.  In  view  of 
this  condition  the  question  was  raised  whether  it  would  not  be 
wise  for  the  Slater  Board,  after  appropriating  the  necessary  con¬ 
tribution  for  County  Training  Schools,  to  devote  the  balance  of 
income  to  aiding,  even  though  in  small  amounts,  a  certain  number 
of  colleges  in  their  efforts  to  retain  or  secure  competent  profes¬ 
sors.  It  was  suggested  that  we  might  make  a  contribution  to¬ 
ward  the  salary  of  the  professor  in  English,  or  some  one  of  the 
Sciences.  The  hope  was  expressed  that  this  action  might  per¬ 
haps  serve  to  call  attention  to  the  need  and  thus  stimulate  the 
larger  giving  that  must  come  in  some  way. 

Private  Secondary  Schools 

Regret  was  expressed  that  this  plan  would  make  necessary  the 
discontinuance  of  appropriations  to  certain  private  secondary 
schools  which  have  for  a  long  while  been  doing  fine  service  and 
have  received  aid  from  the  Slater  Fund.  Many  smaller  schools 
of  this  class  have  become  County  Training  Schools.  Others  of 
a  larger  type  have  connected  themselves  with  some  religious  body. 
A  few  have  been  closed.  In  some  places  the  County  Training 
Schools,  which  are  public  schools,  have  become  sufficiently  ad¬ 
vanced  to  aid  in  supplying  the  demand  for  secondary  education 
which  formerly  depended  entirely  upon  private  institutions. 
There  is,  however,  still  a  place  for  good  secondary  private 
schools,  and  most  of  those  still  existing  deserve  support.  The 
withdrawal  of  a  contribution  from  the  Slater  Fund  would  be 
made  only  in  view  of  what  seems  at  present  a  more  pressing  need. 
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Following  the  report,  the  Committee  on  Education  submitted 
the  appropriations  recommended  by  the  Committee  for  the  year 
ending  September  30,  1927,  and  after  full  discussion  the  recom¬ 
mendations  were  unanimously  approved  and  adopted.

Resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted  thanking  the  General 
Education  Board  and  the  Carnegie  Corporation  for  liberal  and 
much-needed  aid  in  support  of  County  Training  Schools. 

A  three-months  leave  of  absence  was  granted  to  the  President 
to  enable  him  to  attend  a  Conference  on  African  Missions  to  be 
held  at  Le  Zoute,  Belgium,  in  September,  and  after  this  to  serve 
as  member  of  a  commission  to  inspect  the  work  of  the  Near 
East  Relief. 

This  being  the  Annual  Meeting,  officers  for  the  ensuing  year 
were  elected  as  follows :

REPORTS 


COUNTY  TRAINING  SCHOOLS 

The  beginning  of  these  schools  dates  back  to  the  session 
1911-12.  They  have  been  established  by  county  superintendents 
and  school  boards,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Slater  Fund  act¬ 
ing  through  the  State  Agents  in  the  Departments  of  Education. 
The  General  Education  Board  assists  in  supplying  needed  in¬ 
dustrial  equipment  and  in  erecting  work-shops,  dormitories  and 
teachers’  homes.  Aid  in  payment  of  salaries  made  through  the 
Slater  Fund  has  been  received  from  both  the  General  Education 
Board  and  the  Carnegie  Corporation.  At  many  of  the  schools 
the  Rosenwald  Fund  codperates  in  the  erection  of  buildings. 

The  Slater  Fund  contributes  $500  for  salaries  with  the  under¬ 
standing  that 

1 —  The  school  property  shall  belong  to  the  state,  county  or 
district,  and  the  school  shall  be  a  part  of  the  public  school  system. 

2 —  There  shall  be  an  appropriation  for  salaries  of  not  less 
than  $1,000  from  public  funds  raised  by  state,  county,  or  dis¬ 
trict  taxation. 

3 —  The  length  of  term  shall  be  at  least  eight  months. 

4 —  The  teaching  shall  extend  through  the  eighth  year,  with  the 
intention  of  adding  grades  as  soon  as  it  shall  be  possible  to  make 
such  extension.

The  figure  accompanying  the  name  of  the  county  shows  the  number  of 
years  the  school  has  been  on  the  list. 

The  asterisk  (*)  shows  the  schools  having  a  four-year  high  school 
course.  There  are  58. 

The  dagger  (f)  indicates  that  the  school  now  receives  only  $100  from 
the  Slater  Fund,  this  amount  to  be  spent  in  repairs  or  equipment.  There 
are  44.  Some  schools  which  have  long  been  on  the  list  receive  a  larger 
amount,  and  for  salaries,  because  of  the  addition  of  grades. 

The  letter  d  shows  the  schools  having  dormitories.  There  are  42. 

The  letter  h  shows  the  schools  having  teachers’  homes.  There  are  83.

TOWN  AND  CITY  SCHOOLS 

Appropriations  amounting  to  $6,000  ($3,000  being  contributed 
by  the  General  Education  Board)  were  made  to  local  Boards  of 
Education  for  the  promotion  of  industrial  work  in  thirty-six 
town  and  city  schools.  These  appropriations  were  made  with 
the  understanding  that  at  least  an  equal  amount  should  be  de¬ 
voted  to  this  purpose  from  public  school  funds. 

The  distribution  by  States  was  as  follows:  Ark.,  $1,000;  Ga., 
$250;  Ky.,  $300;  La.,  $245;  Miss.,  $1,000;  N.  C.,  $1,405;  S.  C., 
$250;  Tenn.,  $500;  Texas,  $800;  Va.,  $250. 

The  appropriations  to  town  and  city  schools  have  served  a  good 
purpose  in  stimulating  local  effort.  But  the  same  need  no  longer 
exists.  There  has  been  constant  improvement  in  the  buildings 
and  equipment  of  these  schools.

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COLLEGES  AND  UNIVERSITIES 

For  the  session  of  1925-26  the  Slater  Board  made  appropria¬ 
tions  to  seventeen  colleges,  giving  an  aggregate  amount  of  $22,- 
250.  The  appropriations  to  Hampton  and  Tuskegee  were  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  first  payment  of  donation  to  the  Campaign  Fund.

As  stated  elsewhere  the  outstanding  fact  about  the  colleges  is 
the  remarkable  increase  in  the  number  of  students  in  regular  col¬ 
lege  classes  looking  to  degree.  This  growth  in  college  work  has 
added  greatly  to  the  need  for  increase  in  salary  expenses.  It  is 
evident  that  if  the  demands  for  college  education  continue  to  in¬ 
crease  as  they  have  been  increasing  during  the  past  five  years, 
and  if  competent  faculties  are  to  be  employed,  the  colleges  will 
require  a  very  considerable  increase  in  their  resources.

BY-LAWS 


1.  The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  be  a  Chairman  and  a  President, 
chosen  from  the  members,  and  a  Treasurer  and  a  Secretary,  who  may 
or  may  not  be  members  of  the  Board.  These  officers  shall  be  elected 
by  ballot  at  each  annual  meeting  and  shall  hold  office,  unless  removed, 
until  their  successors  have  been  chosen,  and  vacancies,  when  they  oc¬ 
cur,  shall  be  filled  by  ballot. 

2.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  on  the  fourth 
Tuesday  in  April,  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  designated  by  the 
Board  or  the  President.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent  or  the  Executive  Committee  at  such  times  and  places  as  in  their 
judgment  may  be  necessary,  and  shall  be  called  on  the  written  requi¬ 
sition  of  three  members. 

3.  Five  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business. 

4.  The  Chairman  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  and, 
unless  it  is  otherwise  ordered,  shall  appoint  all  standing  or  special 
committees.  In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman,  the  members  assembled 
at  any  meeting,  may  elect  a  chairman  pro  tempore. 

5.  The  President  shall  direct  the  educational  activities  of  the  Board, 
shall  call  all  meetings  of  the  Board,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  as  are  incumbent  upon  him. 

6.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  the  meetings  of  the  Board 
and  shall  publish  its  proceedings  annually  for  general  distribution. 

7.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  custody  of  all  money  and  assets  of  the 
Corporation,  shall  collect  all  funds,  revenues,  etc.,  due  the  same,  shall 
deposit,  as  soon  as  received,  all  money,  checks,  funds,  etc.,  in  the  name 
of  the  Corporation,  in  a  bank  or  banks  designated  by  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee,  except  that  if  the  Treasurer  be  a  trust  company  it  shall  itself 
care  for  such  funds,  shall  pay  warrants  only  when  countersigned  by 
the  President,  shall  retain  vouchers  for  all  disbursements,  shall  keep  a 
detailed  account  of  all  the  receipts,  revenues,  and  expenditures  of  the 
Corporation,  and  furnish  annually,  or  whenever  required,  a  statement 
of  the  same,  shall  hold  the  books,  accounts,  vouchers,  etc.,  at  all  times 
subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  members  of  the  Board,  and  shall  re¬ 
ceive  such  compensation  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Board. 

8.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chairman  at  each  annual  meet¬ 
ing  the  following  Committees: 

(a)  An  Executive  Committee  consisting  of  five  members, 

(b)  An  Education  Committee  consisting  of  five  members, 

(c)  A  Finance  Committee  consisting  of  three  members. 

9.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  the 
Board  between  the  meetings  of  the  Trustees,  except  that  no  real  estate 
shall  be  sold  and  no  change  of  general  policy  shall  be  initiated  by  it. 
Three  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi¬ 
ness. 

10.  The  Education  Committee  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of 
studying  education  in  the  South,  and  of  reporting  to  the  Board  at  the 
annual  meeting  with  regard  to  the  special  educational  work  of  the 
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Fund,  and  also  in  regard  to  any  other  educational  matters  to  which 
their  attention  may  be  directed. 

11.  The  Finance  Committee,  in  connection  with  the  Treasurer,  shall 
have  charge  of  the  moneys  and  securities  belonging  to  the  Fund,  with 
authority  to  invest  or  reinvest  the  moneys  and  dispose  of  the  securi¬ 
ties  at  their  discretion,  subject,  however,  at  all  times,  to  the  instruc¬ 
tions  of  the  Board.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  authority  to 
make  contracts  for  the  sale  of  any  real  estate  now  or  hereafter  be¬ 
longing  to  the  corporation,  said  contracts  to  be  signed  by  any  two 
members  of  the  Finance  Committee.  All  securities  standing  in  the 
name  of  “THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  JOHN  F.  SLATER  FUND” 
may  be  transferred  by  the  Treasurer  when  authorized  by  a  resolution 
of  the  Finance  Committee. 

12.  In  the  case  of  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  Treasurer,  the  Fi¬ 
nance  Committee  shall  have  power  to  fill  the  vacancy  temporarily. 

13.  Vacancies  in  the  Board  shall  be  filled  by  ballot,  at  any  regular 
or  special  meeting  duly  called. 

14.  These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  annual  or 
special  meeting,  by  the  vote  of  the  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the 
Board,  provided  notice  of  the  amendment  has  been  given  five  days  in 
advance  of  said  meeting. 
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
